WILD OATS. 


(Philadelphia Record ) 


A c'e'xer and -\\itty professor pub- 
lished a book some time ago to teach 
people "How to Tell the Birds from 
:he Flowers " It is desirable to be able 
to do this. It is not so easy as it used 
to be supposed. The biologists have 


'jnd a neutral zone, or a Xo Man's 
Land, where plant life shades into ani- 
mal life so gradually that a sharp and 
distmce line cannot be drawn between 
the tv.;o. 


"We are beginning to learn that the 
moial characters of the two kingdoms 
the animal and the \ egetable. are very 
similar, and quite unlike th^t which it 
nas long been the fashion to impress 
upon human beings by examples drawn 
fiom both kingdoms 
"We have lately noticed the indolence 


of the ant and the bee. which for untold 
ages have been held up before man as 
inspirations to tireless industry. To this 
there has been added the knowledge 
that wild oats are far from being the 
only dissipated member of the plant 
family, but, on the contrary, all plants 
,ceep very late hours, 
not 
going to 
sleep till after midnight and sleeping 
until 10 or 11 o'clock. The fact that 
some flowers close at night and open 
in the morning has given the impres- 
sion that vegetation goes to bed with 
the chicken and rises with the lark, 
though ~«e aie beginning 
to 
suspect 


that'neither of these fowls has as good 
:iabits as it is credited with 
Human 
beings who have other means of dis- 
pelling the shades of night than the 
-low worm and the firefly have been 
exhorted to go to bed at dark and arise 
oefore claw n on the supposition that 
plants set this example of 
daylight 


saving. 
, 
But the plants have been found out 


A very scientific gentleman has wound 
a wire around a branch of a. plant and 
pushed, a gentle 
electric 
current 


:hrough the wire, with mildly shocking 
effects upon the plant. During portions 
of the day and night the electric eur- 
_ent registered pulsations in the plant 
which indicated that it was awake and 
was following the current But during 
certain hours there ^as little or no re- 
sponse from the plant, from which the 
inevitable inference is that the plant 
was as'eep. 
"What are these hours of 
inactivity 


and presumab'y of slumber? The5' be- 
gin after midnight, and they continue 
until 10 or 11 o'clock, at which time 
-almost 
anybody is willing to get up. 
Wild oats are not the black sheep in 
the plant family. They are typical. It is 
the habit of the plants to make a night 
of it, and to lie asleep until the sun is 
so high that slumber is no longer pos- 
sible 
The flower, like the bee and the 
ant, has been found out. Nature takes 
life easily, does as little work as pos- 
sible, goes to bed when it is tired of 
sitting up, and does not get up until it 
is tired of staying in bed.

Chinese Mountain, Said to Be 


Oldest Permanent Place of 


Worship on Earth. 


th« 


There are five sacred mountains In 


China, and the 'most sucred of all Is 
Tai Shan, the Great mountain, said to 
be the oldest permanent place of wor- 
ship In the world. 
In 2000 B. C. Tai 


Shan's crest had been a regular scene 
of sacrifices and prayers for nobody 
knew how long. 
Emperors and lesser 


officials, even 
Confucius (he Wise, 


journe3red up the long, narrow trail of 
Tai Shan to come near to the God of 
Heaven and Earth and made their 
prayers before Him. 


Since those days-of simple worship, 


many temples and shrines have been 
built on Tai 'Shan's slopes. Buddhism, 
Taoism, Confucianism, all are repre- 
sented, and there are temples, too, to 
the Lady of the ' Mountain, who Is 
called by some a fairy, by others" n 
goddess, and by others the spirit 
or soul of the mountain. 
Whatever 


her character, the lady is well repre- 
sented on her mountain top and her 
shrines are popular. 


The journey up the mountainside Is 


accomplished by the traveler partly in 
a swinging chair supported by Chinese 
bearers and partly on foot. The "Way" 
consists of a granite walk, interrupted 
every little while by flights of steps 
which stretch on and on and become 
steeper and' closer together until the 
pilgrim has mounted 6,600 steps and 
the peak of Tai Shan is reached. 


Here there are more temples and 


thick incense and grave old priests 
who announce a pilgrim's presence to 
toe gods by ringing deep-toned bells. 
A little way off is pointed out a rock 
overhanging a sheer precipice. From 
this rock, called "The Rock of theX.ove 
of Life," persons- who had sick rela- 
tives used to fling themselves, hoping 
that the sacrifice'of one life would 
appease the gods so that the other 
would be spared. Now the dangerous 
cliff is barred, and pilgrims are forced 
to appeal to the gods in the conven- 
tional Chinese methods. 


WrLL BE WONDERFUL ROAD 


Highway of Solid Granite in the Rocky 


Mountains a Rival of the 


Appian- Way. 


Taking example from the famous 


Appian way, which has the name of 
being the first great road undertaken 
by the Roman's as a public work, the 
state of Colorado, rwith the help of an 
appropriation by the United States 
government, is building a highway of 
solid granite In the Rocky mountains. 
No other highway to the world, it is 
predicted, -will provide traveler-s with 
so magnificent a scenic setting, close 
to a sheer fall of "3,000 feet on the 
other side of the great concrete posts 
and cables that'wiltsafeguard vehicu- 
lar traffic.. One gets an idea of'the 
road from, the practical statement that 
it is costing $25,000 a mile to build. 
Like the Appian way, on which long 
stretches of pavement first traveled 
over 300-odd years before the Chris- 
tian era, still remain practically per- 
fect, the chairman of the Colorado 
highway commission believes that Colo- 
rado is creating a work which will defy 
tbe centuries and stand, on comple- 
tion, as the most wonderful road in 
the modern world.

Columbus, Nov. 5.—With 
the /ap- 


proval yesterday by the voters of the 
Crabbe state-wide prohibition enforce- 
ment bill, which is conceded by wet 
leaders, the measure will become effec- 
tive as soon as the official result is cer- 
tified by the secretary of state. 
Its 


failure to receive a two thirds vote 
necessary to make it effective upon its 
passage last spring made it possible 
for the wets to hold it up from becom- 
ing a law until it had been approved 
by popular vote. 


When the measure becomes effective, 


which will be within a few days, or as 
soon as official results have been re- 
ceived and tabulated by the secretary 
of state, Ohio will find itself in a pecu- 
liar position. It will have constitutional 
prohibition and a law to enforce it. but 
no machinery to put the law into ef- 
fect, except what "may be. accomplished 
by present state and local officials. The 
Miller bill which provided foi; the ap- 
pointment of prohibition commissioner 
with a number of deputies to enforce 
the Crabbe, act is held up by referen- 
dum.. It was not submitted at yester- 
day's election because the referendum 
period of 90 days had not expired be- 
fore the secretary of state was com- 
pelled to certify to boards of elections 
all proposals to be voted upon. 


The Crabbe enforcement bill is very 


similar in its provisions to that of the 
federal prohibition enforcement meas- 
ure which now is in operation by virtue 
of congress passing it over the presi- 
dents vote. 
It contains provision for 
search and seizure and indirectly estab- 
lishes five-tenths of one per cent as the 
maximum amount of alcohol any liquor 
may contain without being classed as 
intoxicant prohibited by the state con- 
stitution. 
In this particular the law 


corresponds to the federal law which 
specifically prohibits the manufacture 
and sale of liquor, containing more than 
five-tenths of one per cent of alcohol. 
The federal law and the state law are 
so similar that enforcement officers of 
the two divisions will have very little 
trouble in enforcing the two acts jointly 
it is said. 


Probably one of the most stringent 
features of the act is that pertaining to 
the search and seizure. It was to this 
provision that wets made their chief 
objection and appealed to the voters to 
disapprove it. 
The enforcement offi- 


cers may enter and search any estab- 
lishment other than a private dwelling 
if they believe illegal sales of liquor are 
being conducted within. To search a 
private dwelling, affidavits complaining 
that it is being used for illegal liquor 
sales first must be placed in the hands 
of enforecnient officers. 
Drug stores 


are not permitted to sell liquor without 
obtaining permits from the prohibition 
commissioner. 
It is expected that dry leaders again 


will appeal to the legislature when it 
reconvenes in December, to provide, a 
prohibition commissioner and other ma- 
chinery 
with 
which to 
enforce the 


Crabbe act.

A clever and witty professor pub 


lished a book some time ago to te'ich 
people "How to Tell the Birds from 
the Flo\\ers." It is desirable to be able 
to do this. It is not so easy as it used 
to be supposed. 
The biologists have 


found a neutral zone, or a Xo Man's 
Land, where plant life shades into ani- 
mal life so gradually that a sharp and 
distince line cannot be drawn between 
the two. 


"We are beginning to learn that the 


moral characters of the two kingdoms, 
the animal and the vegetable, are very 
similar, and quite unlike that which it 
has long been the fashion to impress 
upon human beings by examples drawn 
from both kingdoms. 


We have lately noticed the indolence 


of the ant and the bee. which for untold 
ages have been held up before man as 
inspirations to tireless industry. To this 
there has been added the 
knowledge 


that wild oats are far from being the 
only dissipated member of the plant 
family, but, on the contrary, all plants 
keep very late hours, 
not 
going to 


sleep till after midnight and sleeping 
until 10 or 11 o'clock. 
The fact that 


some flowers close at night and open 
in the morning has given the impres- 
sion that vegetation goes to bed with 
the chicken and rises with the lark, 
though we are beginning 
to 
suspect 


that neither of these fowls has as good 
habits as it is credited with. Human 
beings who have other means of dis- 
pelling the shades of night than the 
glow worm and the firefly have been 
exhorted to go to bed at dark and arise 
before dawn on the 
supposition 
that 


plants set this 
example 
of 
daylight 


sa\ ing. 


But the plants "have been found out. 


A very scientific gentleman has wound 
a wire around a branch of a plant and 
pushed 
a 
gentle 
electric 
current 


through the wire, with mildly shocking 
effects upon the plant. During portions 
of the day and night the electric cur- 
rent registered pulsations in the plant 
which indicated that it was awake and 
was following the current. But during 
certain hours there was little or no re- 
sponse from the plant, from which the 
inevitable infeience is that the plant 
was asleep. 


What are those hours of inactivity 


and presumably of slumber? They be- 
gin after midnight, and they continue 
until 10 or 11 o'clock, at which time 
almost 
anybody is willing to get up. 


AVild oats are not the black sheep in 
the plant family. They are typical. It is 
the habit of the plants to make a night 
of it, and to lie asleep until the sun is 
so high that slumber is no longer pos- 
sible. The flower, like the bee and the 
ant. has been found out. Nature takes 
life easily, does as little work as pos- 
sible, goes to bed when it is tired of 
sitting up. and does not get up until it 
is tired of staying in bed.
